Hut, riotvvitlistunding this admitted in- 
3 ourity and nuisance, and the dubsoqucntly 
e.-Lfiressed conviolioH of tho Committee that 
" Homithing ought bo done to render the secnr- 
iiy uf criminals more certain, and also soaie- 
thiiig to prevent the necessity of the Corpora- 
tioa paying rent for public oQioes," tbe 
Committee docs not "think it prudent for tbo 
Council to take any active step at present 
furihtir than recommending the petition to 
tlic carsfiil coDsideralion of the govornmcut.'' 
" Oh, most laroa antl impotent Qonclusion I " 
In tbe very reasons assigned lor tt}is aption, or 
to spoak inoro correctly; this inaction, the 
oommilteu itself arrives at tbo conclusion 
that such a reconiirionda'iou would amount 
to nothing, because tho guvemiiiiiiil has in- 
varil)bly returned a negative reply to .sen'r.il 
applications of the Cuancil for reservo.s to he 
set apart lor city purposes, beuauso ol tho uii- 
settled ipiejtioiis bclwcca tl.e Hudson Bay 
Com[i.iiiy and tho (.'rowii ; tlion 1 would ask, 
what is the use ol iransmiltiny the pelitiun 
to the government at all ? 

But the rea^jon assigned has no beating on 
tills particular case, for if the Coinmillee had 
done its duty in earolully examining the 
petition it would have Inuiid Ihii signatures ol 
tho agents of the Hudson Bay Company 
alli.<ed to it, ami hy lliu rule of law 
which makes the act ol an agent williin the 
limits of delegated authority, tbo act of 
Ills principal, tho Hudson Bay Company 
would be lioreaftBr slopped Irom setting up 
any claim to tbe premises sat apart fur 
the new prison, ns suggested in the petition, 
and, moraover, \ beliero that tho Company 
has not,. 0(>c. pretends to ,haye any cl^im 
whatever to the Xodian resanre, the proposed 
lucatian,tbereforb ihe objection raised has nu 
foundation in fact, and would appear to liavo 
'been made with tho simple view of getting 
rid of an important, but perhaps sumatrhut 
dilTieull-question. ^ ^ 

With reapeet. to the opinion of tbo com- 
iiiiltee that tbe Colonial Prison, Ipsano Asy- 
lum, Sec, aro entirely inuttcrs for Colonial 
UuTernmont control, no one I presume would 
desir'j to C'mtroverl it, but al tho tame time 
any one gifted with sulRciant common scinse 
to see beyond ol the lip of his nasal 
organ, would perhaps (luealion the non- 
liability of tbe city to furnish a City Jail, 
and would urgua both quostjgqs soinowhiit iu 
this wise ; — Al the time of tlio location of 
tho present building, which servos as a Co- 
lonial Prison and insaiia Asylum, as well as 
a City Prisoa and I'olioa Court, &o., Vic- 



toria was nothing more than a lit le strag- 
gling village, and very few, if any hoiisci 
'.' Crc in tbe viciiiiry, coiiseiiuently tho loca- 
tion was suitable at such time, but since then 
Ihe City ol Vicloii 1 liaJ arisen and heeume 
populous, and ll'.a pris'Ui is enclosed on all 
sides by private dwellings and places of 
businesi, aiid tho number of persons conliiio.l 
in it, both as criminals and luualics, has of

Now, it is agreed unainm nsly 
that the prison is uusafe, and in i:s |>ie.<ei 1 
poshiun a nuisanee, and tbat u C dunial nml 
City prison and Lunatic Asylum are abso- 
lutely necessary; ar.d at the same time, luu 
that a tbriviDg city like Victoria should, as 
a matter of eoonumy as well as proper pride, 
have a eoinmudibus City Uall. Now, those 
premises being ouncsded, could any sensible 
man arrive at any other couolusion than that 
the Ouloniat and Municipal authorities slionid 
cooporatelwithnut delay in the refljova! of the 
present unsafe and disgraovdtil nuisance Irom 
llastion street, and tho erection of a safe pris- 
on in a suitable looalily (with proper leiupo- 
rary provisions for the safe keeping of utilor- 
tun.^lu lunatics unlil such time as the sttto of 
the public iiuuncca and the number of cases 
warrant the estublishuieiit ot n separate 
Lunalio Asylum) whilst the city alioul.l pro 
ceed at llie same time lo erect a (Jity Hall 
unSthe vacated site ? 

Gentlemen of the Council, it ij not too latu

SiaijTlar BxpLiiiation of the Proaonco of 
French Frig itca in New York Harbor. 

The f.jllowing ■•lalanont i.s attracting great 
uttenliiiii, and an iinligimnt protest against 
French assiiiiipliun. It is from tbo New York 
Seirs' article, and says : 

't hern lia,' lieiii n great deal of upeciilaiion 
concerning tbo pnrpo.-e lor which vessels of 
wtir of each of tlie tl tee .-reatiit powers of 
Kurope weie in tnir li.irbor. The public, wu 
believe, generally settled down into the be- 
liel that the Knglish happened hero ; that the 
Knssiaiifl liiid come to our coast lor salety in 
tbe event of war between Ali'.Nun.ler and 
Napoleon; but notiiing inlelligiblu could bo 
sugilistnd regarding the French, unli.'«s like 
the English, their coming was an accident. 
ConoorniDg this latter, tbe Kieliniond Ei\im- 
iner pretends to have news — wonderful, if 
true. The French Uovorntnent which mo- 
ni'polizes the tobacco trade of France, and 
gains from it an enormous annual rerenne, 
(amounting in I860 to ubtml 200,0nu,000 of 
francs), sent agents to the Soulh shortly after 
the inauguration of tlie war, to purchase largo 
quanlilies of tho Virgiiiio weed ; but the 
Confederate Guvernment wns unwilling to 
let it so from their pons, and it has been 
stored in certain points in Virginia for nearly 
I wo yea' s. 

'ihe IC.i:ii,iiiin- says thtit \'ieomln de St. 
Uninabi has al bnt obtaiin'.l li e eonselit of 
the' UieliDinriil anllioi ilie,- In i-t the tohaeeo 
go, ptov:il-nl the iMi'iieli (!, i'. ii' niivnt wil 
send its o.vn ve->els turn, whieii Ihe latlir 
will do, iiecomp iiiyiiig llio ships willi nriiied 
convoys ; and il ii on this err.ind that the 
French Irigates have bteii sent to .Vew York. 
T') this whnic arrangement, however, Ihe 
Federal governiiielil nlijoc.ts ; and Yiconite 
de St. llumaiii has euuie North to eomniuiii- 
cate the results of his mission to the French 
Emperor. 

'I'be main fealnres of this story are highly 
probable, thoui>b it does seem singular that 
the French Government should ever think 
it possible thut onr Govornnieot would por- 
mii the export of tobacco under ?ucli oircmn- 
stanees. If the French conid thus purchase 
and export tobacco from the Suuth, tbey 
could of course do the same with cotton and 
.sugar, and might thus drive an enormous 
tiado with the ConfederaU Government, and 
replenish its e\!iaustcil coll'ers. And if lh2 
l-'rencli li ivernmeiit had liiis privilege, we 
could deny it tu 110 other ; and tlins the 
blockade iil tlio S.intliern eoast would be 
completely abolished. It i.s simply absuid 
to suppose that the United States Govern- 
ment could oonsani to this. — Corrs. Alia.

The walls of one of iheso rooms are decorated 
with painted landscapes; one of them lopro- 
Bonts a grove of palm and ornnge trees with 
ruits and birds on the branches. The colors 
nre perfectly well preserved, and as vivid as 
if they had been piiinlcd bin a low days ago. 
'I'lio ceilings have rullen in, but from the 
frngnienls it is eaiy to perceive that they 
were ilecorateil wilii ;; rial li.;;in s. ."imihir lo 
thiitie discoveied al I'l in| eii. Illassamlpot 
tery li lye als,) bir-ii louiiil . 11 the spot ; hut 
the great objri't ol alirni'ii ni i.i a beautiful 
marble stiilute of .Vngii -tin in his triumphal 
rubes, iipeii i-,iiiiigli to n'vr.il a richly sculp- 
tured lire. isi plate, ihe siibjeets ot iTliieli .iro 
liome with a cornui'opi 1, atid tni; twins by 
her side ; Ap dlo with hi.i lyre, mounted on 
a bypiigiilf; Diana with a lioiirt, J\Iara 
sheattiing his sword, a tiophy. anil a triumphal 
car drawn by feu linr-e-, and preceded by 
winged figures nf vielmy. The fc't uf this 
statute are broken ill', lint not lo;l; nnu of 
thorn is llaiiki'd by a ee.^iiii 011 a dolphin. 
The statue ia -i motres in height, and Ix'iirB 
evident traces of paint on it.-i surface. 'I'lio 
busia ui Septimus Sevcrua, his wife, and Lis 
son Gela, bave.also been lo'und."
